Canadian Farmers Hopeful and in 
Better Spirits With Improved 
Prices for trraia. 



Montreal Wholesale Failures Have 
Little Ell'ect— ilouey Circulat- 
ing More Freely. 



Toronto, Aug. 5.— R. G. Dan, &. Co.'s 
weekly statement of trade in Canada 
Bays: The week at Montreal has been 
fruitful in rumors of failurea wiiich un- 
fortunately have liad only too much 
foundation, the Buepensionof three mod- 
erately large wholesale concerns being 
practically a fact. Witli regard to two 
of these failures, however, no extended 
complications are likely to follow, Tbe 
•Itli of August, aomewhat a heavy day in 
tlio dry goods trade, has not panned out 
as well as esjieotcd, so far ;is can bo 
judged at the moment, althougli some 
returns from distant points liave yet 'o 
be received. Haying oj)Crations in tlie 
country have been much delayed by tlie 
frei]uent rains of tlio past two weeks and 
are yet uncompleted in many eections. 
The crop, though turning out larger 
than at first calculated, will suBer in 
cjiiality to some extent. Grain promises 
well; also roots. Cheese exports con- 
tinue heavy, with prices fairly main- 
tained. 

The feeling in wholesale basiness 
circles at Toronto is rather better than 

that reported a week ago. The weather 
generally has been favorable for harvest. 
The damage reported to crops through 
the late excessive rains luis not l;oen ae 
aerioiia as niuuy anticipated, and the 
dry weather of the following few days 
enabled farmers to get in a large jiortion 
of the outstanding grain in good con- 
.(Ution. Toronto merchants have conse- 
quently been tillinu' orders for staple 
dry goods with more confidence, and the 
general outlook is encouraging. A large 
hueiness is reported with the Xorth west, 
where harvesting has already begun, 
and a good yield is expected. 

In hardware and metals there is a fair 
movement, but less activity than a fort- 
night ago. Leather is moderately active 
and firm. A good advance is noted in 
tlie price of wheat. New wheat is sell- 
ing at Ontario points West at 73 cents 
and old at 75 and 7(> cents. The c|uota- 
tions are 10 cents more tlian the prices a 
year ago. Manitoba wheat is scarce, 
with small etocks in this province, and 
high prices consequently are asked, fully 
'JO cents per bushel above those of a year 
ago. I''arinera are hopeful and in better 
spirits. Money is circulating more free- 
ly and iiaymenta are generally reported 
good. 

Money is easy, with call loans at 3,'..< 
to 4 per cent, and prime commercial 
paper discounted at G per cent. Specu- 
lation on the Toronto Stock Exchange 
continues good and values are generally 
firm. Toronto Eailway, Toronto Elec- 
tric, Assurance stocks, C.P.R.and Gable 
are the favorites. Failures for the 
week have been 2',t as against 32 for 
the same week last year. 



THE COAL STBIKE. 

Miners Score a 'Victory at Plum Creek but 
■West Virginia Men Working. 

I'l iTsiiruc, Aug. -l. — Tbe striking min- 
ersgained another victory at Plum Creek 
this morning by inducing 20 more dig- 
gers to join the ranks. This leaves the 
mine working with about half the force 
of yesterday, h. complete closing of the 
mine may be expected in a few days. 
The march to Plum Oeek was com- 
menced at 1 o'clock this morning by 
campers as the Central school house.

DISORDERS IX PORTUGAL. 

A Reign of Terror and the Government Re- 
sorting to Extreme Measures. 

London, Aug. 4. — A dispatch to the 
Daily Mail from Madrid describes a very 
cjrave state of affairs in Portugal. Ac- 
cording to this correspondent the Portu- 
guese government is setting the consti- 
tution at deQance and adopting the most 
stringent and repressive measures. The 
police, without legal warrants, enter pri- 
vate dwellings at all hours of the day and 
night, ransack them, secure property and 
march the owners off to jirison on the 
most trifli.Tg or utterly unfoumlei" 
charges. A voritahla reign of terror is 
establiahed, and it is the popular belief 
that the government contemplates pas- 
sing its obnoxious financial legislation 
by means of a coup d'etat. So severe 
are the repressive measures adopted by 
the government that, in the opinion of 
the Daily Mail's correspondent, one is 
likely to occur. 

A dispatch to the Daily Mail from 
Rome says that King Humbert is in 
daily correspondence with his sister, the 
(Jueen Dowager of Portugal, on the sub- 
ject of the present disturbance, and ne 
haa instructed the Italian minister at 
I-,i8bon, Count Gerbaix de Sonnaz, to 
render all assistance in bis power to the 
royal family in ease an ernergency should 
arise. The Italian government has 
placed two men-of-war under special 
orders to proceed to liBbon.

JAPAN'.S FOREIGN RELATIONS. 

No Recognition of United States Authority 
in Hawaii— Effect of tbe Oingley 
Bill. 

LoNDO.v, Aug. 4. — According to the 
Paris correspondent of the Daily Mail, 
the Japanese ambasaador to France, 
Sone Arasnke, has explained, in the 

course of an interview, the subject mat- 
ter of the forthcoming arrangement be- 
tween Japan and Hawaii. The ambas- 
sador said : 

" The arrangement will deal only -with 
the question of indemnity for breaches 
of contract. There is no BugRestion of 
arrangement with the United States, be- 
cause Japan does not recognize that the 
United Slates lias any right in Hawaii." 

The ambassador said also that the 
Dingley tariff would ruin .lapan's great 
1 growing trade with the United 
States in carpets and mats, and fie pro- 
tested against placing prohibitive duties 
upon goods for which there is no corres- 
ponding industry in the United States. 



THE NAVIES GROWING. 

Large Expenditures About to Be Made by 
Both France and Italy. 

Ko.Mi:, Aug. 3. — Tlie constant increase 
of French naval expenditure is followed 
by tbe Italian government with the 
greatest interest. In view of the steps 
which France is taking to fortify the 
coast of Tunis, it is regarded as impera- 
tively necessary to strengthen the Italian 
navy, and arrangements are being made 
for launching three armored cruisers this 
montti. Admiral Brin, the Italian min- 
ister of marine, who is an able naval en- 
gineer, is planning a vessel which, it is 
claimed, will revolutionize naval war- 
fare, by its power, speed and efficiency 
as a tactical unit. A scheme of mobili- 
zation of the army and navy, for the de- 
fence of the sea coast, is being arranged 
to be carried out by November next. 



THE BOERS' MISDEEDS. 

They Are Charged With Arming the Mata- 
bele and With Accepting 
Bribes. 

London, Aug. 3.— The correspondent 
of the Daily Telegraph at Johannesburg 
says: " Grave charges are being formu- 

ated against the Boers. The first is 
that of supplying the i^lalabeles before 
and after the Jamenon raid with large 
(juantities of guns and ammunition 
bearing the stamp of the Transvaal gov- 
ernment. The second charge is that sev- 
eral high Boer ofhcials, while the re- 
formers were in prison, accepted large 
sums of money, aggregating £35,000, 
from the reform committee or friends of 
its members." 



PARLIAMENT PROROGUED. 

Next Session There Will Be a Redistribu- 
tion of Seats is the Commons. 

London, Aug. 5.— Parliament will be 
prorogued to-morrow, and It ia expected 

will reassemble during the first week of 
February. The Globe this afternoon 
says tbe government intends to deal next 
Hesaion with the redistribution of seats 
in the House of Commons, but an ex- 
haustive inquiry into the question will 
lirst be made by a bouse or depart 
mental committee. 



(From Our Own Correspondent! 
Orr.\w.\, Aug. G. — There was a cabinet 
council this afternoon, at which Hon. B. 
W. Scott, Hon. Dr. Borden, the post- 
master-general, and the ministers of 
public works, interior and agriculture 
were present. It is understood that tho 
chief busineaB of the sitting was tho 
consideration of plans for policing the 
Yukon gold diggines and establishing 
communication with the country by 
means of mail and telegraph service. 
Theeo important matters have been 
occupying tho attention of the minister 
of the interior steadily for the paSt fort- 
night.

THE MILITIA DEPARTMENT. 

Many Officials to Be Retired and Friends 
from the Outside Called In. 

Ottaw.\, Aug. 5.— The reorganization 
of tbe department of militia will take 
place this month, and a saving of a great 
many thousands of dollars will be eflected 
in the anuual expenditure. The reor- 
ganization affects the accountant's 
branch, the stores branch and the engi- 
neering and military branch. The pres- 
ent accountant, Mr. O'Meara, who liaa 
been ofi years in the department, will 
bo retired. In the stores branch. Col. 
John Macpherson, who has spent a 
great many years in the service, and 
who is now over the age limit, will be 
retired. His place will not be filled, 
but Col. Macdonald, next in that branch, 
will perform theduties.Thedutieswillnot 
be so onerous, because a complete change 
in the system in regard to stores will be 
made, and quartermaster-general will 
have new duties laid upon him. The 
architect's or engineering branch has 
been reorganized, and the services of the 
various departmental architects in dif- 
ferent cities of the Dominion are dis- 
pensed with, Mr. Paul Wetherby, of 
Halifax, will he the chief architect and 
engineer, assisted by Mr. i^lansell. The 
deputy-minister, Col. Panet, yesterday 
left for a holiday. A report has been 
published that Col. Panet, who is 07 
years old, will be superannuated, but 
there is no truth in it.

Export Duties Abolished.

Delegates to Control Greek Finances 
—Indemnity Payments to Extend 
Over Four Years. 



London, Aug. 6. — Dispatciiea from 
Athena and ConBtantinople show that 
tliero has been no notable change in the 
situation as to tho peace neeotiatioua to- 
day. King George, this afternoon had a 
Ipng conference with Monon, tho Rus- 
sian minister, and it is understood that 
the peace conference has arranged for 
the appointment by the powers of three 
delegates to control the revenues as- 
signed to the service of the Greeic 
debt. The Porte ia negotiating a loan 
coverinu the evacuation of Theebuly. The 
ambassadors propose that tlic indemnity 
sboald be paid in four yearly inatal- 
mente of one million pounds. The Turk- 
ish government wants the evacuation to 
occupy the same period and wiabes to 
hold Yolo until it has been paid. Ger- 
many demands that Turlsoy shall be 
allowed to liold the districts of Trikhnla 
and Tyrnavo until tlie indemnity h-.iR 
been paid. ICngland strongly opposes 
tliia. Turlcey's prompt abniuioiiinent of 
the proposal to send tho Turkish ileet to 
Crete is significant of her nttituile when- 
ever the powers take a bold and muted 
stand. 

In the House of Commons thi.« liven- 
ing Mr. Goschen, first lord of ilio ad- 
miralty, in reply to a (luestion, Haid it 
was true as reported that the admirals 
of the international fleets had decided to 
exclude the Turkish tleet from Cretan 
waters, and he added: "Their action 
is not disapproved by Her Majesty's 
government." 

CoNSTANTiNoi'i.E, Aug. 5.— Turkish 
government officials are now manifesting 
a desire to expedite a settlement of the 
peace negotiations. This is owing to tlie 
straightened state of the excliei[aer, ren- 
dering it impoaaible, under present cir- 
cumstances, to contract a now loan, be- 
cause of the unhealthy condition of tiie 
troops in Thesaaly, where many are dy- 
ing, and for political reasons. The atti- 
tude of Bulgaria, Serviaand Montenegro 
ia regarded as threatening. 

THE DBOP IN SILVER 

Discussed in tbe London Press Witli No 
Suggestion of a Check, 

London, Aug. 5. — Tliu Times, in the 
financial comments this morning, admits 
its inability to explain the persistent 
weakness of silver, but thinks It due per- 
haps to a well-grounded belief that the 
results of tho American bimetallic com- 
misBsion headed by Senator Wolcott 
are not likely to prove satisfactory to 
Rilverites in the United States. The 
Times adds: "Even those who disap- 
prove the closing of the Indian mints 
are not prepared to support a demand 
for opening the mints, because re-open- 
ing now would involve a worse evil than 
continuing the new state of aU'airs which 
their closing has created. Moreover, it 
cannot be denied that the ])olicy iias 
been successful inasnuich as it has kept 
the exchange of the rupee at a level 
much above its melting value, and 
though this means that the rupee is no 
longer a standard coin, >\-hich is an evil, 
it greatly helped the Indian government 
in making provisions for the extraordin- 
ary difficnlties caused by the famine and 
plague." 

London, Aug. 5. — The Standard in its 
financial article referring to silver says: 
" It is diflicult to aee where the decline 
will stop, resulting as it doea chiefly 
from the extent to which the forced 
licjuidation of holdinijs of American 
speculators have yet to be carried. Since 
Japan threw silver over there lias been 
no outlet for tbe production of the 
mines. India might re-open her mint 
and relieve the monetary stringency in 
all her markets hut her poisition is so 
bare financially that alio must borrow 
money with which to do that.

St. John's, Nfld., Aug. 5.— The Dutch 
t.ink steamer Rotterdam, from New 
York to Rotterdam, arrived here last 
night in a damaiieii condition. On Tues- 
day last the fog became dense, and, get- 
ting into a strong current, slio was 
dragged out of her course and struck on 
a reef near Mistaken Point. Her stern 
plates and part of lier keol were carried 
away. A number of oil tanks wore stove 
in, and of six tliousand tons of oil only 
two thousand were saved. Rockets were 
sent up, and were shortly answered by 
the steamship Barcelona.

He Was Taken OIT in Mistake for an Agita- 
tor Whom the Government Disliked. 

London, Aug. 0. — A dispatch to the 
Daily Mail from Vienna reports that tlie 
Bulgarian poet Constantinofl' has been 
assassinated. It appears that he was mak- 
ing a political tour with his friend 
Takoff, who is a strong opponent of the 
present cabinet and of the government 
of Prince Ferdinand. According to tlie 
dispatch the Bulgarian authorities gave 
orders for the aaeassination of Takoll', and 
the miscreants who were hired to carry 
out the instructions mistook the poei for 
their intended victim.

Chicago, Aug, 6. — Six and probably 
seven Uvea were lost in an explosion 
which took place this evening during a 
lire in the Northwestern grain elevator, 
at Cook and West Water streets. Three 
o( the dead are firemen. The body of 
another lireman is tliought to be buried 
in the ruina of the elevator, and three 
persons were blown into the Chicago 
river.

Some time ago the CoLONisr chal- 
lenged the opposition press to point out 
■wherein the provincial government Lad 
lailed in the diecharge of its public 
dafcies, or done anything to forfeit the 
confidence of the people which it has 
hitherto enjoyed. There were a fesv 
spasinodic attenipta to meet the 
challenge, but so convincing were tlie 
lejoinderB of the Colonist that the at- 
tempt of the opposition waa wholly 
abandoned, and the leaders determined 
to formulate a platform of their own— a 
wise concluBion in principle, although 
they made a sad mesa of the matter in 
practice. 

It may bo said without fear of suc- 
cessful contradiction that the policy of 
the government has been highly auc- 
ceasfal, and while there may be di^er- 
encea oi opinion on some matters of 
detail , there can be none on the general 
principleB of that policy, and the general 
manner in which it has been carried 
out. Possibly some thinfja have not 
been done as some persona ttiouglit they 
oushttobe; poaaibly some things have 
been done in one way that might, in the 
opinions of some people, have been 
better done in some other way ; hut in 
everything there has been a paijiBtakirig 
desire on the part of the j;oveniineiit 
and all its members to discharge their 
onerous duties so aa to advance the beet 
interest of the province, and their efforts 
h.yvc bceu crowned with Buccess. 

This policy has daring the last eight 
years given the province a standing in 
the financial world. Eight years ago 
British Columbia had no public financial 
status properly so called. This does not 
mean that it had no credit, bat aiiiiply 
that its credit was an unknown factor 
on the London Stock Eschange, Mow it 
has a regular standing and its credit ia of 
the very highest. This is not the result of 
accident, bat is due to careful work on 
the part of the government, and especi- 
ally of the Minister of Finance, , who, 
through bad times, when the revenue 
was small, as well aa through those later 
and more jirusperona tiinea, has handled 
the credit of the province with conauiii- 
mate tact. Hon. Mr. Turner has the 
satisfaction of knowing that his manage- 
ment in this respect has received the 
heartiest endorsement of the most capa- 
ble judcea, and he can point to the (|uo- 
tationson the Stock l-Jxehange to prove 
that their ROod opinion has a uolid 
foundation. 

It is (juite true that new obligations 
had to be incurred, but it is conceded on 
all aides to have been wise policy to bor- 
row money for public improvements, 
Eailioada, highways, bridges, school 
hoiiees and public buildings have been 
erected in all j)art8 of the province. 
Much care had to be exercised in these 
matters. The province was and ia yet 
in a transition state. It has been diffl- 
cnlt, and is still in many cases difficalt, 
to Know exactly where roads should'be 
made and where public buildings should 
be erected. The location of mining towns 
was and is yet uncertain. What was a 
wilderneas one year became a ljuay cen- 
tre the ne.xt. What is a wilderness now 
may be a thriving town next year. In 
some localitlea these questions are set- 
't]ed,andin those the government is pro- 
ceeding rapidly with public improve- 
ments. 

The condition of all'airs all over the 
province sliows that the uooil work of 
the government is bearing its lc«itiiiiate 
fruit, and every section is in a position 
to take advantage of the coming devel- 
opment. As rapidly as new demands 
arise, the government is meeting them 
fiucceiSBfttlly. It would be utterly power- 



less to continue to do this if it had not 
established the very hichest credit in 
the money centre of the world; but, 
thanks to this having been done, British 
Columbia can get, on the most reason- 
able terms, whatever money it may re- 
quire to inaugurate a thorough system 
of public works in every section where, 
and aa rapidly as, they are needed. 
Thia is a matter of supreme importance. 
This province has enormous resourees. 
It has come to the front with wonderful 
rapidity. The eyes of the world are on 
it, and during the next year its develop- 
ment will receive an unprecedented iin- 
petua. To get the best and quickest 
results from this, the government must 
be in a position to act promptly and deal 
liberally with public improvements. 
This it can do, if the legislature sees Ht 
so to authorize, for the money market 
will respond to any reasonable request, 
based upon a policy of public improve- 
ments. Indeed, we may say without 
exa^jne ration that while the responsibili- 
ties resting upon the government at thia 
particular time are scarcely less than 
those of the Dominion government, as 
to their ultimate results, the stand- 
ing of the province is equal to their 
requirements. 

At tlie present moment there ia not a 
district in the province that is not re- 
coiviiin ulLeiitioa with the a'juve object 
iu view, and while we freely admit that 
many of the rapidly developing portions 
require public expenditures, which can- 
not be made on the intant the necessity 
ia bronght to light, we claim that the 
government ia doing all that could be 
expected by reasonable msn even in such 
cases. It must be remembered that it 
does not do to comply with every de- 
mand for a road or a public building as 
soon as it is made. Sufficient time must 
be allowed to elapse to show if the ap- 
parent necessity is a real one. As this 
ia shown the government standa ready 
to meet every emergency and can get 
the money to do it. 

Under these circumstances it is not 
surprising that the Times has abandon- 
ed its liabby attacks upon the govern- 
ment's policy and resorted to personal 
attacks upon the ministers. It charges 
Mr. Turner with being false to his 
friends and the next day expresses pity 
for him for having to stand by those 
same friende. One day it has the mem- 
bers of the government banded together 
like brothers by a love of plunder; the 
next they are represented aa going 
around after each other with knives up 
their coat sleeves. The Times need not 
worry. If it wants to sea a truly happy 
political family it will find it on the 
other aide of James Bay. Mens consrla 
recti, an appreciation of the splendid op- 
portunities before the province and 
pride in faithfully discharging the very 
grave responsibilities which they entail, 
perfect confidence in each other and a 
knowledge that they enjoy the confi- 
dence and respect of the legislature and 
the country both personally and politi- 
cally, lighten the labors of administra- 
tion, which are daily assuming greater 
magnitude, and make the ministers in- 
different to such silly, false and disrepu- 
table assaults aa the Timea indulges in. 



that a certain high office was about to 
become vacant, and Synagogue said to 
himself, " Behold, nature constructed 
me to wear a Windsor uniform."

Now, all this happened in Mars, and 
if any one is misled by its resemblance 
to certain contemporary events to sup- 
pose it happened in Victoria, ho ia mis- 
taken, for there ia no one here named 
Synagogue. 

It is right to be conservative in all 
things, but the Canadian Traile Review 
ratner overdoes the matter in connection 
with the Klondyke. To describe the 
Yukon as a land of death and desolation 
ia to use the language of extreme exag- 
geration. To atate that there "are 
already two thousand graves" in the 
Klondyke camp, exhibits a freshness 
that is ludicroua. To be aufliciently 
green to accept for a single inatant that 
nonsensical Montana story about tlie 
gold that waa brought out having been 
taken from the bodies of dead men, 
makes one wonder if the editor ought 
any longer to be allowed to be at large 
without a guardian.

If the ideas of those who know what 
they are talking about go for anything, 

the Dominion government will find that 
their proposed mining laws with respect 
to the Yukon placers simply " wont go." 
.\ Coi.ONisi' reporter interviewed a 
many of the old-timers as could be 
reached yesterday afternoon and one 
and all, without regard to nationality or 
political leanings, utterly condemned 
the regulations without the sligtTtest 
qualification. 

Mr. J. Clearihue, whose experience in 
the mines of British Columbia includes 
both Cariboo and Cassiar, said: "The 
new law is the most outrageous thi'ig I 
ever knew of. In the first place 500 feet 
is too great an area for a claim; in my 
mining days 100 feet was all that was 
allowed, and it was plenty of ground for 
one man to work. Then as to reserving 
each alternate claim — say a miner makes 
a lucky strike, and as soon as the good 
news spreads, a rush is made for the 
new ground. I drive my stake here; 
along comes the next man and drives 
Ilia 500 feet furtlier along; and in less 
than no time tliirty or forty men liave 
taken up claims — perhaps the greater 
parts may be taken up simultaneously 
with the first discovery and all the 
ground is occupied before anyone repre- 
senting authority has arrived. Now 
who is going to say wiiich men are to 
abandon their claims to the govern- 
ment? 1 know miners well enough to 
say that they simply would refuse to 
budge. Of course there would be trouble, 
and lots of it, but public opinion would 
be with the miners, and in the long run 
I hey would win. 

"Jt beats me how the regulations have 
come to be framed as they are, unless 
the government wishes to keep miners 
out of that territory. To talk of collect- 
ing a royalty of 10 per cent, and 20 per 
cent, is rank nonsense. It could not be 
collected ; and such a tax was never be- 
fore heard of in either Australia or (Jali- 
fornia. Why don't the Dominion gov- 
ernment take the ])rovincial mining laws 
as a guide? These lawa have beem framed 
from actual experience, and would have 
been a good basis to work on." 

Thos. lOarle, M.l'., who, in addition to 
now being one of Victoria's leading 
merchants, has had experience in the 
mines in early days, having mined both 
in Cariboo and Big Bend, said that al! 
miners would be opposed to the new 
rules. " They are simply unworkable," 
B:iid Mr. Earle, " and the reserving of 
each alternate claim is the worst feature, 
except the talking of collecting 20 per 
cent, royalty. The miners will not pay 
it, or if tht-y do it will only be upon a 
very small portion of the output. Two 
and a half jier cent, would have been 
ample to ask the miners to pay, and I 
have no doubt all would have been satis- 
fied to contribute that amount. The 
whole echenie is absurd, and, to aay the 
least, the deiiartmeiic iiiigbt have con- 
sulted provincial authorities on mines 
and mining before framing such out- 
rageous regulations. Every miner who 
has spoken to me on the subject has 
condemned the now law." 

J. B. Clarke, of Clarke A Pearson, of 
Yates street, could not see how the Do- 
minion government expected to carry 
out their ideas. Mr. Clarke for many 
years was a miner in Cariboo, where, he 
states, the creek claims were limited to 
100 feet, except in cases where the chan- 
nel was narrow, when the width of the 
ground miirht be l!00 feet. And these 
were all deej) diggings, and even if in 
one or two cases richer ground was 
struck in Cariboo than any yet reported 
from Klondyko, the tretneudous amount 
of work involved in getting at the pay 
dirt in the former makes comparisons as 
to the richnesH of the two localities out 
of the (|uestion. " If all they say is true, 
Kloiulyke claims must be worth inncli 
more than an equal quantity of ground 
in Cariboo even in the latter's palmiest 
days, and yet they propose to make the 
claims five times as large." 

James Holroyd, who is well known 
to all old-timers us a miner of experi- 
ence, though that there would bo very 
little left for the piosjiector if the new 
laws were carried out. 

Hon. Robert Heaven, another old Cari- 
boo miner of the olden days, said. 
" Five linmlred feet is too bii: a piece of 
ground to give any man particularly 
of such ground, and I don't see what lie 
could do with it when he had it. The

W. H. Lessee, wlio sjieutsome time in 
Cariboo a whorl time ago, was of opinion 
that to give 500 leet to each miner would 
be simply foolishness.

rim rock, and try to figure out liow long 
it will take any man to work over the 
ground where it is all frozen as solid al- 
most as bed rock. The only |)lace 1 
know of where they charge a royalty is 

n British Guiiiiia but there, there is but 
one way of getting out of the mines 
which is down a river, so that tlie gov- 
ernment manage to collect the royalty 
all right — and 20 per cent at that. If a 
rate of five per cent, had been made 
there would perhaps have been a fair 
chance of deriving a good revenue from 
the new mines, but they cannot begin to 
carry out the law as it is supjioatd to 
stand." 

" It is simply legalized robbery," was 
John (i ram's remark when appro.iclied 
on tilt! subject, " and amounts to offer- 
ing a premium on crime. No miner is 
goiin to pay 20 per cent. 011 liis output. 
It is the moat senseleBS thing I ever 
heard of, and for the life of nio I cannot 
understand on what grounds the depart- 
ment could have framed the measure." 

Another gentleman, who did not wish 
to liave bis name used, stated that he 
liad in his jioasession a letter written by 
a well known miner whom he had con- 
sulted, in which the writer says: The 
regulations must have been framed by a 
d— fool or someone who has escaped 
from n lunatic asylum." This letter it 
is intended to forward to the department 
at Ottawa, in ortler that those in auth- 
ority may see in what light the hardy 
miners of this jiroviiu'e view the utterly 
reckless manner in which the new law 
has been drawn up. 

It is safe to say thi'.t not a mining man 
can bo found in Victoria who can see a 
single redeeming feature in the new 
mining lawa fur the ^'ukon as at present 
framed, for although the gentlemen 
(pioted above are but a very of this class 
at i)resentin the city, every one of them 
states that in conversation with otliei 
mining friends (who were not inter- 
viewed yesterday) one and all are bitter 
in their denunciation of the action of 
the Dominion government in this con- 
nection.

Sample of How illiberally- Canadlana Are 
Treated In the States. 

While the newspapers of the neigh 
boring cities of the United Stiites are 
filled with grievous complaints liecause 
thelp TesidentB coming to prospect the 
rich Canadian mines are required, like 
everybody else, to pajr duty on the sup- 
plies they bring in with tliem, tlie fol 
lowing story shows how meanly Cann 
diana are treated across the border. It 
is from the Kaslo ICootenaiian : 

"There has been si good deal of com- 
ment around town during the Inst few 
days over the fact that W. R, McRae, 
foreman of ttie Kootenay Electric Com- 
pany, of I\i\slo, was refused permission 
to work in Spokane because he liappened 
to bo a Canailian. The facts are as fol- 
lows: 

" ,\n armature in one of the com- 
pany's (lyuaniog burned out, and McKae 
was des])iitched with it to Spokane to 
have it repaired. He went lirst to tlio 
Edison company, but as the coinpfiny 
wag t'jo busy with other work to attend 
to it for liini, McKae took the macluiiory 
to the street railway shops. Hero ii'o 
was told that ho could wind the arma- 
ture, but that ho wonld have to do the 
work himself. He took oiT hia coat and 
began to strip the armature, bat after 
he bud been at work & short time a 
representative of the company's em- 
ployes waited on him and told him that 
he would have to stop, because by work- 
ing tJiere be was breaking the alien 
labor law. 

" Jlcliao explained the circunibtancea. 
l ie pointed out that he was not tliere 
under contract, but had simply broti<,dit 
the armature in to be repaired and 
woiikl return with it in a lew days to 
Kaslo. The man went away muttering. 
Two da\g later another deputation v\ait- 
ed on Mcl^ae and told him lie must 
either bIoi) work or leave the country. 
McRae's protests were all in vain, and 
at last be had to give in. After some 
delay and diSiculty he procured a com- 
petent man to attend to the job nud left 
for home, 

"The incident lias not only caused 
comment, but considerable indignation 
even among the Americiins tlieniaelves 
who are resident in ICaslo. There is 
nothing in the United States labor law 
to warrant the interpretation put upon 
it in Spokane, and even if there were, 
no man witli an atom of common sense 
could see in the incident anything but a 
display ft petty and conteniptiblo 
tyranny, 'inite beneatli the dignity of a 
great nation. 

" Tlie deportation of Canadian work- 
men and even women has become cjuite 
common at Niagara Falls and Ueiriot, 
but it is something new in this part of 
the continent. It would hardly seem

CONCERNING SNAKES. 



In British hulia over 20,000 persons most 
ly natives die every year from snake bites.

Be- 
lieving the poison to be certain death, the 
Hindu makes no ellbrt to counteract it, but 
resigns iiiniself to his fate.

isting contracts expire, the luborers now 
under contract can be deported and 
their jilnces aesiimed by the overplus of 
Louisiana, Texas and ftlieeiasippi. 

" We are to-diiy advised that several 
Japaiieee vessels are under way here, 
and have it from a most credible aource 
that our steamer brought instructioDB to 
those in authority here that, if the Jap- 
aneea make a move, the American flae 
is to 1)6 raised instantly.

THE Municipal Council of the Corporation

1. There is hereby settled, imposed and

<>(1 mi equal rate of fifteen mills on the dolliir 
upon all land ujiou the Asaessnieiit Koll 
for the year 1837 of the Corporation of tlie 
City of Victoria, at Its assessed value there- 
on. 

•2. There is liereby settled, imposed and 
levied, and there shall l)e raised and col- 
lected an equal rate of liftccn mills on the 
doHUarupon all improvements upon the As- 
sessment Roll for the year 1897 of the Cor- 
poiatioiiof the City of Yietoria, at fifty per 
cent, of their assessed value tliereon. 

S. There is hereby settled, imposed and 
levied, and there shall bo raised and col- 
lected , a special rate of one mill on the dol- 
lar upon all lands and improvements upon 

the Assessment ItoU for the yearlSOT of the 
Corporation of the City of Victoria, as to 
land at its aasesseil value thereon, and as to

A man stat in an aisle seat, three rows 
from tho front, at a porformanco of "El 
Capitan" tho other night. Ho was a fnt 
man, and ho garo a sneeze suddenly — a 
terrific sneeze. It was followed by an • 
other tliat fihook the plumes ou tlie big 
hats of tho women around and made tho 
light.s flicker. Tho audience suspended 
attention and looked at the Riicczor, and 
tho players paused just oa ho snorted 
out a third sneeze that ended in a high 
note such as seldom had been heard in 
those parts, though tho Metropolitan 
Opera House is near by. El Oapitan 
Ktiotohed out his long arms toward tho 
man, rolled his big eyes heavenward 
aud said in a sepulchral voice;

Thi.q brought the audience back te€bs 
stage witli a roar, and in a secondda 
porformanco was running oir at high 
pressure, while the fat man chuckled 
over tlie fact that for a briel space ho 
had been the star of the OYoning. A few 
minutOR later a Sun reporter a.skod Mr. 
Ifcppor how ho was affected by tlio 
I'trnny things tliat happen in the audi- 
ence. After gcitiug a grip on El Capi- 
tau'ti no.so aud tlirowing down a cup of 
hot coffee, as he does between acts, he 
answered: 

' 'American audiences are not demon- 
strative, and as a rule tliing.s don't hap- 
pen in front.

Tbo French Housekeeper's 'Wny^oF.aiahinS 
Tlicin Describetl In a Lecture. 

"Economy Is tho watchwni-d of llio 
JPronoh' people," said MisaPurloain her 
talk upon the characteristics of French 
cookery at tho No'W York Young Wom- 
an's Christian association, "and tho 
French housekeeper, uo matter how 
eimplo the dish, excels in tho making of 
it. The market prices arc much higher 
in France than here, batter and sngar 
I'ostiiig more than as much again. One 
xiKiy buy half a lemon or part of a car- 
rot, ;ind it is not tluiuHlit unusual, nnd 
only a sufhoiont quanlity is purchased to 
supply oach meal, and an unexpected 
guest is iicvoT provided for." 

Miss Parloa added that roasting and 
broiling are hardly known among 
the working classes, and pastry ia 
made only in tho kitchens of the very 
WOiilthy. Au American housewife may 
tako the lead iu tho making of dainty 
imd fancy desserts, bat- to a Preueh- 
womau tho making of soups and saucoa 
is the most important part of tho cook- 
cry. 

Tho following simple soup is said to 
bo eiavory and delicious: Put 3 tablo- 
spooiifuls of butter or moat fat iu a soup 
kcttlo aud inmr oyer it 2 quarts of wa- 
ter. Lot it cook 10 minutes before add- 
ing a pint of potatoo s cut into onbce 
nnd 8 leeks washed and sliced thin. 
Add a teuspoouful of salt and oue-third 
of popper and allow this to cook very 
slowly one hour. Break 6 slices of stale 
bread into pieces and put in the soup 
tureen, and turn the soup over it Avheu 
cooked the required length of time. 

A French vegetable soup ismado thus: 
Cut a large onion into thin elicoH and 
jiut thom in a pan with 3 tablespoonfuls 
of butter. Lict them simmer togethei 
half nn hoar and add 3 quarts of water. 
Have prepared a pint of white turnips 
cut into cuiicR, tho simio amouut of po- 
tatop.s, half a piut of carrots, half a pint 
of the white part of tho leek cut into 
thin slices. Add a clove of garlic, im 
eschalot, a teaspoouful of sugar, one- 
third of a teaspoonful of pepper and salt 
and cook slowly an hoar, adding some 
chopped parsley 16 minutes before the 
soup is removed from tho fire. This soup 
may also bo used for a vegetable puree 
by pressing it through a coarse sieve, 
aud to a pint of the thick soap add a 
piut of boiling milk. 

A paste for thickening sauces is kept 
at hand for constant use. Hero is the 
way to make one that will keep a long 
time: Out equal amounts of beef, veal 
and pork suet in small pieces. Put them 
iu a kettle with very little water aud 
slowly ic'udcr. Turn off tho first fat, 
and when very hot stir in flour until if 
forms a thick paste — about a pint of 
flour to a piut of liquid fat. Put these 
into II grauitowaro vessel aud placo iu 
tin oven and cook tliree to four hoars. 
Keep in glass jars covered.

To THE Editor: — With regard to your 
most timely article in this morning's 
paper on tho Stiekeen Territories and 
the quotations therein given of the para- 
liraph of lS(i2 order-iu-council and the 
declaration made upon confederation, 
there is no room for doubt that the 
Lieutenant-Governor of British Colum- 
bia ia Governor of the Stiekeen as a 
Crown colony. After the passage of the 
B.N.A. Aetand confederation therenn- 
(ler, nothing less than an act of the Im- 
perial parliament could undo such an 
order. The province had no power to 
yield up the administration of tbe Stie- 
keen ; indeed bo imbedded round has the 
rijjht become with what has happened 
since, it is very hard to eay how it could 
be shorn oil' from tbo Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernorehiii. The drafting of the would- 
be eaving clause of 1871 need not trouble 
us, as tiiat clearly was only put in by 
ono who could not trust himeelf one way 
or the other. I 21^;;;^' ■ 2^ 

The Legislative AEeembly of British 
Columbia, however, baa no footins in 
tliiB question, though the Lieutenant- 
Governor, aa such governor, can bring 
in our nuiiing lawB, or any mining laws, 
by proeUunation in the Gazette, with 
piicli nlterationf or otherwiFe as bo may 
deem meet. But to make anything 
binding the whole will have to be pro- 
claimed word for word ; and the sooner 
this power ia wielded the better. Those 
who sleej) on their rights are likely to 
lose llieui; and our lieutenant-governor- 
aliip is not eo overrun with crown colony 
frMuchieoB that it can afl'oni to caat them 
BBi le. There is yet time, but it ia m xf 
or never. Prom Alaska to the l'2oth 
meridian, and from British Columbia to 
the Oi'nd parallel is worth holding.

The Copper River Advocated, as Well ■ as 
An Easy Passage by the 
Stlckeen. 

New York, Aug. 3. — A special to the 
Herald from Washington says: There is 
a short and easy route to the rich gold 
fields of the Klondyke, according to a 
comtuunicatloQ to the interior depart- 
ment from J. M. 0. Lewis, a civil en- 
gineer of Salem, Or., who says lie can 
open up at a small expense a route from 
the south of the Copper river, by which 
the Klondyke may be reached by a jour- 
ney of not much more than 300 miles 
from the coast. The route which lie 
proposes will start inland from the 
mouth of the Copper river, near the 
twenty-mile glacier, about twenty-five 
miles east of tlm entrance to Prince 
William sound. He sayrf the Copper 
river is navigable for small steamers for 
many miles beyond the mouth of its 
principal eastern tributary, called on the 
latest maps Ghillina river, which is it- 
self navigable for a considerable dis- 
tance. From the head of navigation on 
the Chillina, Mr. Lewis says, either a 
higiiway or a railroad could be con- 
structed without great difliculty or very 
heavy grades, through what the natives 
call " Low Pass," probably the Scoloi 
Pass. From this pass the road would 
follow the valley of the White river to 
the point where it empties into the 
Yukon, on the edge of the Klondyke 
fields. 

Four WiiANGKi,, Julyiii). — Anew route 
to the gold lields of the Ivlondyke and 
Yukon valley has just been opened, and 
will be in tirst-class condition for use 
next season, bo I am reliably informed. 
Passengers will be taken up the Stickeen 
river by steamers to the head of naviga- 
tion, which is near Telegraph creek, 
some 175 miles from here. To Teesch 
lake, a distance of 160 miles, a good trail 
has been built and a pack train has been 
established. The trail is through a level 
country, free from steep grades or moun 
tains. The steamer Alaska is nqw carry 
ing passengers to Telegraph Creek, and 
many people have taken that route. All 
of the miners on the upper Stickeen have 
deserted their work in a body and gone 
in a mad rush to the Klondyke. 

PouTLANn, Aug. 3. — John U. Smith, of 
Portland, a United States commissioner 
for Alaska, writing from Juneau, says: 
" There are 500 people now atDyea wait 
ing to get over the pass, and there are 
several more steamer loads on the way. 
The Indian packers and the pack ani- 
mals at Dyea have all the freight they 
can carry to the lakes by the time winter 
sets in, and hundreds of people Will be 
camping at Dyea and on the lakes all 
winter, eating the provisions they have 
taken with them. Prices for packing 
across the pass have risen to 25 and 27 
cents per pound, and the packers are in- 
dependent at that." 

AN INTERESTING QUEST. 

Pblladelpbia Capitalists Send An Expert to 
Find Tbe Si>tirce of The Klon- 
dyks Gold. 

Seattle, Aug. 5. — The wonderful gold 
discoveries along the 'tributaries of the 
Klondyke river have caused the rich 
men back of the Penn Smelting A Re 
Suing Works, of Philadelphia, to send a 
representative to the Nortli to carry on 
a series of investigations and experi 
ments that will be watched by the scien 
tific and business men with intense 
interest. The man who will represent 
the Penn company is W. W. Rogers, F. 
S, Sc., metallurgist and mineralogist, an- 
alytical, metallurgical, consulting chem- 
ist and assay er. lie has been engaged 
in this work for twenty years, eleven of 
which were passed in Swansea, South 
Wales, the metallurgical capital of the 
world. There he was superintendent, 
chief assayer and analytical metallurgist 
for Messrs. Pacoo, Grenfell it Sons, one 
of the most noted firms in Kurope. 
Mr. Rogers goes to the interior 
supplied with all the instruments neces- 
sary to carry on an extensive investiga 
tion as to the geological history of that 
country, and to discover, if possible, the 
original ledges from which the gold that 
is now the talk of the universe has been 
derived. Providing he discovers the 
uold-bearing quartz, he will continue his 
investigations to discover how rich it 
actually is, how much of it there is, and 
wliether it will pay the Penn Smelting 

Refining Co., to carry North theneces 
eary machinery to handle the quartz. 

Mr. Rogers will sail for Daweon City 
by the way of St. Michaels on the Nortii 



American Transportation and Trading 
Company's steamer Cleveland. Ho 
says : " I intend to go to the headwaters 
of the Stewart river, and also other 
rivers in the region tributary to Dawson 
City. I shall prosecute my work to an 
end' and return to Seattle next fall. If I 
have the success which I hope I may, it 
will mean the establiEliment in Seattle 
of an assay office. I think yon need such 
an oflico here badly." 

FRENCH CAPITAL INTERESTED, 

And tlie Flower of Old France May Soon 
Be Found in the Yukon. 

SicATri.E, Aug. Two distinguished 
French gentlemen, Vicomte Henry 
d'llauteville and Louis de Poliniere,well 
known in social and club circles in Paris 
and the Continental capitals, are in tbie 
city, victims of the gold fever, and both 
will go north on the Cleveland for St. 
Michaels. Vicomte d'llauteville was 
((uietly touring the United States for 
pleasure and had reached San Francisco 
when he received a telegram from M 
Poliniere, at Chicago, asking hiin to 
meet him at Seattle to discuss the jour- 
ney to the upper Yukon. M. Poliniere 
states that should he and his friend, the 
Vicomte, find things in tlie northern 
mines as they have been represented, 
they will interest a large number of 
wealthy Frenchmen who are now writ- 
ing letters and sending cablegrams of in- 
quiry, and that some of the flower of 
old Krench families will gratify a ceaire 
for adventure and take a chance at 
making independent fortunes in the riv 
ers and creeks of Alaska in the spring. 

KLONDYKERS lURRED. 

The Insurance Companies Averse to Issuing 
Policies to Tliein. 

CmcAuo, Aug. o. — The Chicago agent 
of the Travelers' Insurance Company of 
Hartford, Conn., has received instruc- 
tions from the home oflice not to insure 
persons going to the Klondyke region 
It is a risk that the company does not 
desire to take on account of the extreme 
extra hazard, and because, when deaths 
take place, the difficulty of obtaining the 
facts makes the settlement of claims too 
dillicult to bo practicable. 

Imiuiry develops that many of the life 
and accident insurance companies have 
issued positive instructions to their gen- 
eral agents in the United States and Ca- 
nada against assuming any risk upon the 
lives of any persons contemplating a visit 
to the Klondyke. 

Mr. Harris, the manager of the New 
York Life Insurance Company, 1ms re 
ceived no instructions that prohibit him 
from issuing a permit to policy holders 
in that company to visit the B^londyke, 
but he says that he has instruetions to 
accept no applications for either an in 
crease of insurance or new policies. 

The companies carrying accident risks 
are even more particular than many of 
those assuming life risks. They go on 
the theory that the trip overland to 
Alaska is fraught with more dangers to 
life and limb from accident than from 
disease.

STEAMERS TO SIBBBIA. 

Plans Maturing for a Line, Between' San 
Francisco and Vladivosfdck. 

San Francisco, Aug. S.^Aocording to 
the statement of two distingulBhed Rus- 
sians, guests at the Palace hotel, arrange- 
ments are being made to put on a power- 
ful line of steamships between San Fran- 
cisco and Vladivostock, tlie eastern ter- 
minus of theTrans-Siberian railway, and 
it is asserted that the new Russian line 
will be in operation probably within a 
year, or at least long before the comple- 
tion of the big rail line across Siberia, 

The visitors are Kir Alexeielf, who has 
been ordered to Korea as the representa- 
tive of the Imperial Russian Minister of 
Finance, with the title of Counsellor of 
State, and his assistant. Lieutenant Gar- 
lield, who until recently has filled the 
position of secretary in the Department 
of Communications, of which Prince 
Hillhoir, wlio visited San Francisco in 
an official capacity last year, ia the pre- 
siding minister. 

" If the plans are not already matured 
for the steamship line between San 
Francisco and Vladivostock, they will be 
in the very near future," said Lieuten- 
ant C-iarfleld when seen at the Palace. 
"It is now finally decided that the 
Trans-Siberian railway will run through 
Manchuria, and will have a terminus at 
some point where an open barbor is to 
be had throughout the year. There will 
also be a terminus at Vladivostock, and 
it is expected that the port will 
large business witli San Francisco oven 
before the line is completed across the 
country. San Francisco is the natural 
port of entry for ships fronijthe Orient 
and when Russia's railroad is completed 
it is expected that mucli business that 
now goes via other channels will bena 
turally diverted to the overland route. 

" It will then bo possible to go from 
San Francisco to Vladivostok in fifteen 
days, and from Vladivostok to St, Peters 
burg ill twelve days more. That will be 
travelling the like of which has never 
been thought of before by globe-trotters. 
In the meantime the steamer line be- 
tween here and Vladivostok will be 
established. The veseelB lor tbe line 
will be built in Russia in the near 
future. 

" Another steamer line in which Rus- 
sia is interested, viz., that running be- 
tween Vladivostok and Odessa, on the 
Black Sea, is to be augmented as soon as 
the ships can be built. The line now 
comprisiis fifteen ships. Four more 
powerful and fast steamships are now 
being built for the service, and it is ex- 
pected to have them completed and 
ready for use inside of two years. The 
keels of the ships were laid something 
like a year ago, and it is probable that 
they will be finished in eighteen or 
twenty months. These vessels will 
make the line between Vladivostok and 
Odessa the moat powerful of any run- 
ning from the Orient through the Red 
Sea, and it is expected that considerable 
business will be furnished the big ships 
by tbe new line of fast ocean steamships 
thai is to be put on the run from San 
Francisco to the Siberian port." 



TESLA'S SCHEME. 

He Will Send Electrical Message Promiscu- 
ously About the Eattb Wltbout 
Wires. 

Nkw Yop.ic, Aug. 4.— Nikola Teela an- 
nounced to-day the completioa of hia 
discovery — the simultaneous transmis- 
eion of messages by means of the earth's 
electrical currents to as many scattered 
points on the surface of the globe as may 
ba desired. This he regards as by far his 
greatest achievement. 

To a few intimates he gave a thrilling 
demonstration of the operation of his 
device for arresting and subjecting to 
control, under natural laws, the natural 
substances in and about the earth. His 
latest Invention or diaeovery ia to pro- 
duce such a distHrbance of the elec- 
tricity of the earth which can be felt 
and noted simultaneously at all parts of 
the globe. 

"I am producing," said lie in the 
course of his demonstation, "an electri- 
cal disturbance of intense magnitude, 
which is continuing throughout the en- 
tire earth. In other words. I am pro- 
ducing a disturbance of the earth's 
charge of electricity, which can be felt 
to tlie uttermost parts of the earth." 

" And the result will be?" 

"That is almost incomprehensible. 
This electrical disturbance, by means of 
certain simple instruments, can be felt 
and apiireciated at any point of the 
globe. In this way messagea can be 
sent the entire earth around, and be 
taken up at any part of the earth with- 
out the aid or intervention of wires in 
any way at all." 

ANOTHER THYSICIAN. 

A Leading Practitioner of f^lontana Joins the 
Precession— Great Shipment 
of IMeat. 

Hkijc.na, Mont., Aug. 3.— Dr. J. J. 
Leiser, one of the leading physicians of 
the city, departed this morning for Seat- 
tle, where he will take the first boat for 
Alaska en route to the gold fields of the 
Yukon. K. J. Causon, another Helena 
man, also left to-day. Several more 
will leave the latter part of the week. 
Every scrap of news from Seattle respect- 
ing the diggings is read with interest, 
and it is safe to say that Helena and the 
whole state were never so worked up 
since the early days, when stampedes 
were common in Montana. 

A special train of eighteen cars loaded 
with smoked and canned meats en route 
from Omaha to Seattle passed through 
here last night over the Northern Paci- 
fic, probably one of tbe largest meat 
shipments that ever went over the line. 
It is said to be destined for Alaska. 

Capt. Robert Beaseley, of the Pacific 
Mail Steamship Co., arrived in town 
yesterday with the strange amphibion 
called a human fish, which has created 
such excitement all along the coast. The 
remarkable creature closely resembles a 
female human in the upper half of its 
aiiatomy, the extremity being that of an 
ordinary fish. It was taken alive in a 
dragnet by Mexican fishermen in the 
Gulf of California, and the Captain is ex- 
hibiting his wonderful charge as he is 
journeying eastward and will hold forth 
at 57 Yates street, to-night and to-mor- 
row to accommodate local aight-seers. x

A EELIGIOOS FESTIVAL 

Suggested by the Pope to Mark the Close of 
the Century. 

Nkw Vouk, Atig. l.-i-Tlie Rome cor- 
respondent of the New York l<'reeman's 
Journal has cabled a letter from Qardinal 
Jacobiiii. It proposes a plan to all 
Catholic bishops throughout the world 
for extraordinary religious services in 
commemoration of the close of the nine- 
teenth and the beginning of the twen- 
tieth centuries, as follows: 

" You have doubtless become aware 
of the project advanced by a number of 
men of great piety to get the faithful 
throughout the universe at the close of 
present century to atlirm in a solemn 
manifestation by a series of religious 
exercises, their love and gratitude to the 
all-powerful Redeemer of the human 
race. The design of these men in this 
initiative was to respond to the desire of 
our holy father, Pope Leo XIII, who 
wished to concentrate this epoch from 
one century to another by an extraordin- 
ary invocation of the divine assistance ol 
Jesus Christ as a happy presage of peace 
and concord. 

" Now, the project of these personages 
having received the full approbation of 
his Holineaa, and Oatholie delegates 
from all nations having assembUd in 
congress at Rome to promote its realiza- 
tion, it has pleased the sovereign Pontiff 
to select me, without any merit on my 
jjart, as honorary president of the com 
raittee. Hero, assuredly, is a noble task, 
and I own that I am proud and happy to 
undertake it. For what could bo more 
aiireeable to my feelings than tlio occa- 
sion so favorably presented to nic at the 
end of my days to employ all the 
Btrongtli that is left me in promoling the 
glory of onr Saviour, all the more, too, 
in these last days of adeparting century. 

' I entertain the happy expectation 
that your Lordship, as well as other 
bishops, will consent to eiveyoar power 
ful support to myself and thecoramntci
